Shanghai. Feb. 10 (API—Tearing 


across no man's land in an old 
fashioned cavalry charge, a Chinese 
squadron was reported today to 
have inflicted heavy casualties oh 
the Japanese who have been laying 
waste to Chapei with artillery. 


The charge was an incident in a 


comparatively quiet, day. 
The big 


guns were not firing and although 
machine guns were in action it was 
apparent that both sides were shift- 
ing their lines and no one knew 
what was going to happen next. 


Over at Woosung where the Japa- 


nese have been trying to blast the 
enemy loose from the forest, the 
action subsided late this afternoon. 


Some time in the night 
the 


Chinese had hoisted their flag on 
the highest pole in town and the 
Japanese- gunners were concentrat- 
ing their fire on it. 


Meanwhile the Chinese were re- 


enforcing the trenches which had 


been battered by shell fire from de- 
stroyers in the river and by air- 
plane bombs. 


The Japanese were working hard 


on a pontoon bridge across Woo- 
sung Creek but Chinese machine 
gunners were not making the job 
easy. 


Toward nightfall a fleet of trucks 


backed up to the docks on the out- 
skirts of Shanghai and unloaded 
additional field guns to be used in 
the battle. 


There were indications that part 


ofrthe Chinese main force had been 
taken from Chapei and sent over to 
Woosung. Foreign observers found 
that only two lines of trenches 
were manned in Chapei where there 
have been three or four heretofore. 


In the International Settlement 


there was considerable 
apprehen- 


sion and U. S. Marines took, part 
with other foreign units In" build- 
ing additional sand bag barricades 
and barbed-wire defenses.

Counsel Renders Opin- 


ion Defining Legal 
Aspect Relative To 


Collections. 


PENALTIES ARE 


ALSO DEFINED 


Legal aspects of the 1931 act of 


the state legislature on the collec- 
tion of taxes, the penalties to be 
adued and the filing of tax liens 
were outlined for the Adams-county 
commissioners by their 
solicitor, 


Colonel J. L. Williams, in an opinion 
submitted at the weekly meeting of 
the commissioners on Tuesday. 


Numerous inquiries were received 


by the commissioners relative to ths 
collection of delinquent taxes under 
the act of 1929 which provides a 
penalty of 1 per cent a month after 
the first of the year following the 
year in which the taxes were levied. 


Inconsistent Act 


This act was inconsistent with its 


own provisions and other unre- 
pealed laws on the same subject. 
Colonel Williams informed the com- 
missioners, and was practically un- 
enforceable and generally so treat- 
ed. 


"The legislature in 1931,"-Colonel 


Williams' opinion states, "passed a 
new act which was approved by the 
governor on May 29, 1931, and this 
is now the law on this subject. This 
provides that all unpaid county, bor-

Old Dobbin ’ Causes Many 
Complaints In Pennsylvania 


Old Dobbin may be fast disap­ 
pearing from the highways of P en n ­ 
sylvania b u t owners of horse-draw n 
vehicles have been the basis for 
many com plaints received recently 
by the bureau of motor-vehicles of 
the dep artm en t of revenue. 
These 
com plaints have to do chiefly w ith 
failure of drivers to display lights on 
farm wagons, buggies and carriages 
when using th e highways at night 
A num ber of accidents and neur- 
accidents 
have 
been reported 
to 
the bureau because of this failure to 
carry w arning lights, Benjamin G. 
Eynon, 
com m issioner 
of 
m otor 
vehicles, says. 
"Failure to display lights at n ight 
is not only a menace to the driver 
of the horse-draw n vehicle but also 
U a violation of the Pennsylvania 
vehicle code," the commissioner said. 
"Sub-section G of section 801,” he 
continued, "is most emphatic on 
this question of warning lights. 
It 
states th a t all vehicles not required 


J in the act to be equipped with spe­ 
cific lamps, shall carry one or more 
lighted lamps or lanterns, displaying 
a white light visible, under normal 
atm ospheric conditions, from a dis­ 
tance of not less th a n 500 feet to 
the front and rear of such vehicle. 
"The only exception 
to this is 
vehicles loaded writh hay or straw 
jill bulk. 
However, drivers of wag­ 
ons hauling hay or straw can help 
add to highway safety by the simple 
expedient of hanging a white cloth 
or handkerchief from th e rear of 
their 
wagon. 
T he 
headlights of 
m otor vehicles will 
pick up this 
white signal and It will help to 
I avert accidents.” 
Children using the highways at 
night in the rural districts w*ere also 
j urged by Commissioner Eynon to 
carry white handkerchiefs as sig­ 
nals. They should eith er be carried 
or worn on the arni, he said, adding 
th a t they were the cheapest safety 
signal he knew of.

Old Dobbin" Causes Many 
Complaints In Pennsylvania 


Old Dobbin may be fast disap- 


pearing from the highways of Penn- 
sylvania but owners of horse-drawn 
vehicles have been the basis for 
many complaints received recently 
by the bureau of motor-vehicles of 
the department of revenue. These 
complaints have to do chiefly with 
failure of drivers to display lights on 
farm wagons, buggies and carriages 
when using the highways at night. 


A number of accidents and near- 


accidents have been reported to 
the bureau because of this failure to 
carry warning lights, Benjamin G. 
Eynon, 
commissioner 
of 
motor 


vehicles, says. 


"Failure to display lights at night 


is not only a menace to the driver 
of the horse-drawn vehicle but also 
is a violation of the Pennsylvania 
vehicle code," the commissioner said. 
'Sub-section G of section 801," he 
continued, "is most emphatic on 
this question of warning lights. It 
states that all vehicles not required 


in the act to be equipped-with spe- 
cific lamps, shall carry one or more 
lighted lamps or lanterns, displaying - 
a white light visible, under normal 
atmospheric conditions, from a.dis- 
tance of not less than 500 feet to 
the front and rear of such vehicle. 


"The only exception to this is 


vehicles loaded with hay or straw 
in bulk. However, drivers of wag- 
ons hauling hay or straw can help 
add to highway safety by the simple 
expedient of hanging a white cloth 
or handkerchief from the rear of 
their wagon. 
The headlights of 


motor- vehicles will pick up this 
white signal and it will help to 
avert accidents." 
^Children using the highways at 
night in the rural districts were also 
urged by Commissioner Eynon to 
carry white handkerchiefs as sig- 
nals. They should either be carried 
or worn on the arm, he said, adding 
that they were the cheapest safety 
signal he knew of.

get." the former governor replied 
with a chuckle.

All 
they got was "Good afternoon" and

are you?" 


"He won't have anything to say

INHALATIONS 


Inhalations represent a method of 


treatment available to all and that 
may be used with great effective- 
ness and little risk in respiratory 
conditions. 


The most common form of inhala- 


,ion treatment consists of simple 
or medicated steam. This is par- 
jcularly valuable In acute inflam- 
matory conditions. 


Steam soothes the inflamed mu- 


cous membranes, reduces the ten- 
dency to cough, softens the accumu- 
ated phlegm and facilitates its ex- 
pectoration. 


Steam inhalations should not be 


used in chronic catarrhal condi- 
tions, for here the membranes are 
so inflamed that the steam will act 
only as an added irritant. In chronic 
catarrh cold inhalations are more 
soothing and beneficial. 


A simple apparatus for steam in- 


halations may be made from an 
ordinary pitcher with a water sur- 
face of not less than four or live 
nches. 


The pitcher is filled with warm 


water up to within four or five 
inches from the top. 
A cone of 


paper is made so that the large end 
its over the mouth of the pitcher. 
The smaller end is held.near to the 
mouth. 


Care must be taken that the 


steam be not too hot. 


A preferable method for adminis- 


tering steam inhalation utilizes the 
steam tent. This may be made by 
opening an umbrella and draping a 
sheet about it so as to form a tent. 
Steam is allowed to enter and the 
patient sits within.

Arrived at last at their destina-

Lincoln whom the youthful hero- 
worshippers had set their hearts on 
seeing. 


Arrived at the Wills residence, the 


visitors found an informal reception 
in progress'. The night before, from 
the front steps of his host's home, 
the president,'in high silk hat and 
shawl, had made a brief impromptu 
speech—and the neighbors who had 
beard him then were flocking now 
"to meet him face to face and shake 
iim by the hand. With them flock- 
ed the two young girls from Possum 
Creek, timid and self-conscious but 
bent nevertheless on achieving their 
purpose. 


At last the great moment came. 


Standing before the tall, gaunt fig- 
ure of the man on whom an entire 
nation depended, the visitors looked 
up into a homely, smiling face. "He 
was so tall," writes Mrs. Myers, the 
Sallie Cook of that bygone day, 
"that he stooped to take my hand, 
which seemed so small in his. Si- 
lently he smiled down upon me." 


More Thrills To Come 


Thrill enough for one day, that. 


But there was still more yet to 
come. For the sisters, restless and 
dazed by their new surroundings 
and the experience they had just 
been through, could not settle down. 
"Laughing excitedly they left the 
Wills house and strolled on up the 
street toward the cemetery—that 
cemetery which is now a national 
shrine—and there they found a 
rough wooden platform erected. 


Since it was early and they had 


nothing else to do. they took their 
Seats on the stand, and from there 
a short time later they witnessed 
the procession that bore m its midst 
the figure of the president It was 
not an imposing figure, for Lincoln 
en horseback, with long legs clar.- 
glir.g and coat tails flopping, was far 
ficm an inspiring sight. But what-
